In most casés, foster children 
are eligible for benefits and an ap- 
plication should be completed for 
each foster child, she added.

Recipients of free 
and reduced price benefits must no- 
tify school officials of any decrease 
in household size, or increase in 
income of over $50 per month.

Under the provisions of the local 
school district's policy relating to 
free and reduced price meals, the 
approving official will review the 
application and determine eligibili- 
ty. If dissatisfied with the ruling 
of an official, » parent may wish 
to discusg the decision with the de. 
tertiinitig official on an infortaal 
basis. If a formal appeal is de- 
sired, the parent may make a re- 
quest either orally or in writing to 
the Superinteriednt of Schools for 
a hearing to appeal the decision.

A female black duck whose leg- 
band was recovered in Canada this 
spring fad apparently firaveled 
Tong and far in its. lifetime. 

The bird and its band were re- 
covered last April in Carmianiville, 
Newfoundland, by a Wilbert Har- 
vey. 

Information on the band was re- 
Jayed through the U. S, Fish and 
Wildlife Service Patuxent Re- 
search Station at Laurel, Md., 
which then sent the data to How- 
ard E. Spencer, mignatory bird 
research Jeader for the Miaine In- 
land Fisheries and Wildlife De- 
partment, 

According to Spencer, the hen 
black duck was banded on the 
Androscoggin River in West Leeds, 
Maine, on Aug, 21, 195¢—~making 
her 26 years old! 

Black ducks normally suffer a 
66% mortality in their first year 
of life, and have an average life 
span of 214 years, according to 

Spenctez. 

“In order to survive a quarter- 
century of the perils of the Atlan- 
tic Flyway, she must have been 
wise or lucky—or both,’ Spencer 
says.
